ducers even when in milk. The best 
of the does in thV milk breeds will ; 
produce for about I) months, and one 
Saanen doe made a record of nearly 
7 quarts of milk a day through a 
9-month lactation. A good milker will 
give enough for a small family and 
may be kept on 
one-dv'h to one- 
oigth the* quantity cf feed required 
for one cow. 
V. L. Simmons, of 
the D epart­ 
ment, believes milk goats are likely 
to become increasingly important as 
a I r a d ic a l part of live-at-hom* pro­ 
ve lins. On the average it co-ts less to 
buy a goat than a cow. and less to 
keep one. The milk makes a desirable 
addition to the diet. In the Depart­ 
m en t’s herd at the 
National Agri­ 
cultural Research 
C enter the pro­ 
gram of top-crossing has increased 
the average period of lactation 145 
per cent and the average annual pro­ 
duction 335 per cent. 
Goat milk has about 
the same 
range in butterfat content as cow 
milk, and Varies in like m a n n e r with 
the breeds an i between individuals. 
The fat in goat milk, however, is 
in finer divisions

cream does

An improvement program on High­ 
way No. 90 east of Uvalde to cost ap­ 
proximately $180,000 is scheduled to 
get under way within the next bu 
days, it was revealed this week with 
the announcement by County Judge 
Bob Davis that deeds had been ob­ 
tained to all except two tracts of land 
whicp will be needed for widening 
and straightening the right-of-way. 
The major feature of the program 
wilt he the building # f 
an entirely 
new bridge acrose the Leona River in 
the 
i tern part of Uvalde and con­ 
tract tor this struct un* is likely to be 
let, Judge Davis said, at he April ‘21 
m eeting of the Texas Highway Com­ 
mission.

The Leona River 
bridge project
